After introducing the various town officials seated at the 
front of the auditorium including newly-appointed 
Temporary Town Clerk Rebecca McCullough Mr.

William Nick Nicholson, they found that original $350,000 
appropriation to be greatly under-estimated. 

For our original cost estimates, we had used prior 
estimates, Mr. Nicholson said. Were also anticipating the 
need for ledge excavating . . . which will incur additional 
costs. 

The new $700,000 appropriation, if approved, 
would bring the total Park Street project cost to $3.2 
million. With an estimated 220 units along the proposed 
sewer line, Mr. Nicholson said the betterment amount to 
be assessed would be approximately $15,200 per unit over 
a 20-year-period. But he cautioned that these figures were 
only initial estimates: Until the project is bid and com- 
plete, we wont know what the final numbers are, he said. 
Were hoping it will cost less. 

Mr. Nicholson also gave kudos to State Represen- 
tative William Straus for helping the town obtain the 
percent loan from the state. If Mattapoisett had opted for 
a 30-year betterment instead, they would have had to add 
up to 1.5 percent interest. 

ARTICLE 1 passed via majority vote, 146 to 1. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to approve 
the borrowing of $4.05 million from the state to fund 
Phase 1 of the sewer extension project along the Crescent 
Beach neighborhood, including homes on Prospect Road 
and along the beach to Creek Street. Mr. Nicholson 
explained that they have applied for funding from the 
state, but one of the requirements is to have local appro-

priation from the town already in place. 

Even though weve already . . . applied for funding 
from the state, we still have to submit an official applica- 
tion form, which is in process as we speak, Mr. Nicholson 
said. We hope to start the project in the summer of 2002 
and complete it in 2004. So the betterment charges wont 
be assessed (for) another three years. 

When asked why the entire Crescent Beach sewer 
project had now been separated into two phases the 
second of which would be funded under ARTICLE 3 Mr. 
Nicholson explained that, among other reasons, the 
Water/ Sewer Commissioners felt the individual phases 
had better chances of being approved for funding than the 
entire $6 million-plus project. The town has been assured 
theyll be able to get the same percent interest rate for 
Phase 1 of the Crescent Beach project, but for Phase 2 they 
are hoping to get a conventional low-interest loan to cover 
the costs, since the interest-free funding source is no 
longer being offered by the state. 

The chances of getting the percent loan (for 
Phase 2) are as close to as you can get, State Representa- 
tive William Straus said. When the Crescent Beach project 
was approved, we were told this would be the last of the 
percent interest loans (from the state). The (states) think- 
ing is that if some interest is charged, they can get more 
projects done. But there is a separate subsidy where up to 
40 percent of the unsubsidized project costs could be 
reimbursed as a tax credit (to residents) ... up to a $6,000 
tax credit. 

Mr. Nicholson said there are an estimated 275

homes which would benefit from the sewer extension in 
Phase 1, and another 170 homes under Phase 2 of the 
Crescent Beach project. Work on both phases is scheduled 
to overlap, beginning in the summer/ fall of 2002 and be 
completed in the spring of 2004. 

Although some residents were concerned that 
their taxes would be used to fund another portion of the 
sewer line, Town Counsel Daniel Perry stressed that the 
Town Meeting vote would only determine whether the 
betterment charges would be based on frontage or use the 
uniform unit method which has been Mattapoisetts past 
practice. 

Town Meeting has no affect on the betterment 
process, Mr. Perry said. (It) has no power to assess better- 
ments. Youre about three years away from deciding which 
groups will be included. The only power of Town Meeting 
is to assess via the frontage or uniform unit method and 
(Mattapoisett) has always used the uniform unit method.

Crescent Beach sewer extension project to provide sewer 
service to 170 homes along the remaining portion of the 
Crescent Beach neighborhood, including John Street, 
Juniper Street, Henshaw and Chesapeake Road. Since this 
phase of the project is not likely to qualify for the 
percent interest loan, Mr. Nicholson said they will be 
seeking out a similar low-interest loan to fund this final 
phase. He also noted that the majority of residents who 
responded to a survey the Water /Sewer Commissioners 
sent out said they would be in favor of paying for the 
sewer extension via a betterment fee. 

We felt, based upon the responses from residents 
to our questionnaire, we would bring this project forward, 
Mr. Nicholson said. 

ARTICLE 3 passed via majority vote, 146 to 1. 

Under ARTICLE 4, voters were asked to approve 
the transfer of $62,500.05 from the gasoline spill insurance 
proceeds account to cover additional costs for the oil spill 
clean-up efforts at the Mattapoisett Police Station. 

The clean up at the Police Station has been a long 
process, Selectman Paul Lambalot said. I talked with 
Robert Cummings of East Coast Engineering (today) and 
he estimated it should take another six to nine months to 
complete were potentially looking at another $25,000. 
Weve spent $350,000 since 1996 ... and theres currently a 
balance of $5,800 in the account. Mr. Cummings is confi- 
dent the system they have in place now will be enough to 
clean it up. 

Mr. Lambalot explained the $62,500 would be 
taken from an insurance settlement account which the 
town received on behalf of the company responsible for 
the original fuel spill. 

There being no further questions, ARTICLE 4 
passed via unanimous vote. 

At 8:06 pm, the Special Town Meeting was 
adjourned for the evening.

said, because the committee has just begun to meet. 

Mr. Huntoon also explained to the board that he 
has begun to explore the possibility of replacing the Town 
Hall phone system. He has interviewed two companies: 
the company that currently handles the town's telephone 
needs, and Teledynamics, a company out of Bridgewater 
that provides services to many municipal buildings.

lack of funds for such a project. He agreed with the 
upgrade "conceptually/' but noted that it should have 
been included in the budget.

While we wonder what right the state has to force large 
numbers of people into costly space, The Standard-Times editorial 
scolds our small towns for Snob Zoning and pontificates that if 
we had provided enough affordable housing, we wouldnt be 
wringing our hands over the threat of no-holds-barred mon- 
strosities requiring catastrophic expenses for more infrastructure 
which would explode town budgets. The Times ranting befits its 
ultra-liberal viewpoint, but it is dead wrong. 

In the first place, all of the South Coast has had 
economic change throughout its history. Fishing, cranberry and 
general farming, whaling, boat building, boat storage, marinas, 
textiles, and diversified manufacturing have all had their 
heydays, but through it all, a silver thread of summer vacation- 
ing was the regions only truly constant aspect. Even the Indian 
meaning of Mattapoisett was Place of Rest. 

Lately, improved transportation to and from more 
likely places to make higher wages like Boston, New York, and 
Providence has metamorphosed the desire to summer here into 
a rush of year-round occupants to the entire South Coast. Until 
the last decade, despite zoning, we have had plenty of affordable 
real estate here, some on tiny lots grandfathered in the summer 
cottage developments, as well as the many modest dwellings of 
our mostly-middle-class townspeople. Plenty of these would 
still be affordable housing were it not for through-the-roof real 
estate prices bid up by people anxious to live here. No matter 
what the price for what property, there seems to be some buyer 
waiting to snatch it up. Its getting ridiculous and at the same 
time painful in town expenses and burgeoning taxes for current 
occupants. Zoning isnt slowing the rise in prices significantly; 
and throwing the region open to greedy developers will only 
make a bigger mess for the towns to deal with. 

Recently, the state has come up with a small rebate on 
real estate taxes for people over 65 which stops at evaluation of 
the home at $400,000 and at various gross incomes. But it wont 
be long before that will become a minor fraction of climbing 
taxes, especially if any Chapter 40B developments further 
burden towns already sagging under mushrooming popula- 
tions. Children and grandchildren could come back to live if 
they inherit real estate, make a fortune, or squeeze their young 
families into one of the promised affordable pigeon holes. Yet

attention and involvement as the recent mooring controversy, 
which sadly threatens no ones life safety. Will it happen that 
newspaper ads will appear in distant cities and towns newspa- 
pers for call EMTs as was the case for the resultant shortage of 
call firefighters in Marion? 

Why werent the recent firefighter EMT graduates 
integrated with the Marion EMS system? Is this a foretelling of 
the future for EMS? If so, the Selectmen better get busy and 
inform the public, as is their primary responsibility. 

The reorganization of the Fire Department turned out 
to be nothing more than a purge of the ranks by the Selectmen. 
Now, there are more officers assigned than there were previ- 
ously. Efforts to have input to restructuring the Fire Department 
from within were met by stonewalling and stifling of criticism, 
and the series of bitch sessions which were held produced 
nothing but longstanding petty grievances. Such is the product 
of fishing trip management initiatives. 

The Town of Marion, with public safety in mind, 
deserves better. Goals, objectives and milestones should be set 
and the duly appointed leadership allowed to have input to 
restructuring. The Selectmen might actually be surprised by the 
quality of what they get if only they would set aside their 
arrogance. Is it any wonder that such intransigence begs 
lawsuits at the expense of the public? 

Unfortunately, we were summarily dismissed as being 
unable to accept change and disgruntled firemen, when the 
opposite is true. We would not accept chaos because we know 
from longstanding experience that chaos on the fire ground can 
be fatal. That fact was lost on the Selectmen, who fired us on 
February 22, 2000 for non-attendance after thirty-five years of 
dedicated service. Our lawsuit is still pending in the Superior 
Court. Our bet is that the EMS is being set up for a similar

CANINE ALLERGIES 

My dog spends lots of time chewing and licking at his 
feet. What does this mean? 

Your dog is showing signs of allergies. People with 
allergies tend to cough and sneeze. Dogs tend to 
chew, lick and rub. 

What can my dog he allergic to and what should 1 do? 
Your dog can be allergic to food, fleas, articles that 
he contacts such as wool rugs and all of the pollens, 
molds and dusts that affect people. Try to keep a di- 
ary of your dogs itchiness to determine if it occurs 
all year round or if it is seasonal. Food allergies 
tend to be constant throughout the year while aller- 
gies to pollens tend to be seasonal. Talk to your vet- 
erinarian about diet changes, medications and al- 
lergy testing to determine what may be most help- 
ful for your pet.

The Others. Starring Nicole Kidman. Directed by 
Alejandro Amenabar. Running time: 104 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

This is a tough one: Not only is it impossible to discuss much 
of The Others without spoiling it, it's also difficult to explain what 
a quiet knockout it is, because The Others is the kind of movie that 
can die by overpraise. It's a pale and fragile flower, a gothic rose 
in full bloom, and you'd better not see it with people who enjoy 
picking movies apart. It's all mood — all shadow and hush and 
dread. I loved every slow, heavy, pregnant minute of it, loved 
having to lean forward to catch every fear-ridden whisper. In 
terms of becalmed supernatural quietude, this one makes The 
Sixth Sense look like a clown convention — and it comes from 
Dimension, of all studios, the Miramax branch famous for ADD- 
paced teeny-bopper slasher crap. 

Nicole Kidman turns out to be ideally cast as Grace, a severe 
and forbidding woman who lives in a bleak, vast English manor 
with her two young children, Anne ( Alakina Mann) and Nicholas 
(James Bentley). Kidman has seemed slightly off or neurotic in 
other roles (I didn't buy her as a freewheeling sensualist inMoulin 
Rouge), but whatever's inside her that always makes her seem 
skittish and distracted, as if she were always on the verge of being 
found out, works for her as Grace. Perhaps speaking in something 
closer to her own accent helps; perhaps the director, Alejandro 
Amenabar, is that rarity in horror films — an actor's director. 

Amenabar, a Spanish wunderkind who turns thirty next year, 
already has two impressive features under his belt: 1996's Thesis, 
in which a college student is drawn into a mystery surrounding 
a snuff film (the theme is treated far, far better than it was in 8mm), 
and 1998's Open Your Eyes, which Cameron Crowe is remaking 
into a Tom Cruise vehicle for this fall (Vanilla Sky). Both are 
enthralling, De Palma-esque thrillers dealing with the mysteries 
of perception — is this reality or just reality as we experience it? 
— and The Others likewise builds to a twisting payoff . Moviegoers 
who like to announce after the movie that they guessed the 
surprise ending within five minutes probably shouldn't bother 
with The Others, which, again, is more about atmosphere than 
about clever plot puzzles. 




With The Others, Amenabar — whose previous two features 
are witty and contemporary — has gone back to old-school 
spooks and scares; the movie has more in common with James 
Whale than with Hitchcock or De Palma. Grace lives isolated in 
the fog until three people come to the house looking for work: 
Mrs. Mills (Fionnula Flanagan), a nanny; Lydia (Elaine Cassidy), 
her mute helper; and Mr. Tuttle (Eric Sykes), a gardener. Grace 
hires them — her previous servants have run off without notice 
— and lays down the rules of the house: all doors and windows 
must be kept shut off from sunlight, which could kill her highly 
sensitive children. One of the children may be a bit more sensitive 
than Grace thinks — Anne keeps seeing "Victor," the ghost of a 
little boy, along with his parents and an old woman. 

That's about all you should know going in, except that those 
who've seen Amenabar's other films will appreciate references to 
them here — at one point, Anne says something that's a direct 
quote from Thesis, and both this film and Open Your Eyes make an 
innocuous object sinister (sorry, I can't be more specific). Indeed, 
Amenabar's talent is for finding the macabre in the everyday, 
bending "normal" into something more threatening. The Others 
may be too quiet and subtle and leisurely for modern audiences 
(then again, I felt the same way about The Sixth Sense), but 
Amenabar's work here, and in the vertiginous Open Your Eyes, is 
masterful; using nothing except sound and shadow, he can get an 
audience leaning forward so far that when the only shock in the 
movie comes — just a brief image of a face, that's all — everyone 
recoils and shrieks. This director even composes his own scores 
(lush and menacing, heightening but never dominating); the only 
other filmmaker in this genre who wears so many hats so well is 
John Carpenter. Of course, Amenabar is no John Carpenter; he's 
Amenabar, and a director to watch in his own right.
